1 . AMBASSADOR JOSE DE LA PUENTE. MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
RELATIONS OF PERU, WRITES IN ANSWER TO YOUR LETTER OF 
NOVEMBER 17 ON THE CONSEQUENCES OF AN INCREASE IN OIL 
PRICES AND ITS EFFECT ON ECONOMIES OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 
HE SAYS THE SITUATION COULD IMPEDE AND JEOPARDIZE THE 
DOMESTIC EFFORTS PERU IS MAKING TO RECOVER ITS ECONOMY 
FROM EFFECTS OF THE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC CRISIS. HIS 
GOVERNMENT WILL CONSIDER AND WILL ACT ON IT IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THEIR NATIONAL INTERESTS AND PRINCIPLES OF THEIR 
FOREIGN POLICY.

PRESIDENT SAYS IT WAS A GREAT SOURCE OF INSPIRATION FOR 
HIM AND HIS PEOPLE. 
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3. SECRETARY RUMSFELD WRITES THAT AT THE NATO NUCLEAR 

PLANNING GROUP MINISTERIAL MEETING IN LONDON LAST MONTH 
THERE WAS DISCUSSION ABOUT USING THE NUCLEAR DEFENSE 
AFFAIRS COMMITTEE AS A FORUM FOR HANDLING INTERFACE 
BETWEEN ALLIANCE NUCLEAR AND CONVENTIONAL DEFENSE PLANNING. 
HE FEELS CONVENTIONAL AND NUCLEAR PLANNING CANNOT PROPERLY 
BE CONSIDERED IN ISOLATION FROM EACH OTHER. THE 
AMBASSADORS TO NATO OF BELGIUM AND TURKEY HAVE SEPARATELY 
APPROACHED STRAUSZ-HUPE AND A US MEMBER OF THE NATO INTER- 
NATIONAL STAFF TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS THAT IT IS TIME TO 
ABOLISH THE NPG ROTATIONAL MEMBERSHIP SYSTEM. HE SAYS 
HE'S TRIED UNSUCCESSFULLY TO RESPOND POSITIVELY TO THESE 
DEVELOPMENTS BY PROPOSING A DRAFT TELEGRAM TO YOUR STAFF, 

BUT THEY HAVE MADE IT CLEAR THEY WISH TO RETAIN THE PRE- 
SENT STRUCTURE OF THE NPG. HE SUGGESTS YOU TAKE AN 
INTEREST IN THIS AND FIRST DISCUSS THE MEMBERSHIP ISSUE 
WITH THE GERMANS AND, IF THE GERMAN RESPONSE IS POSITIVE, 
PROCEED TO BROACH THE SUBJECT WITH LUNS AND OTHER 
PERMANENT MEMBERS OF NPG (UK AND ITALY) BEFORE RAISING IT 
IN AN NPG PERMREPS SESSION IN BRUSSELS. 

4. AMBASSADOR OF DENMARK, OTTO BORCH, SENDS THE BOOKLET 
PUBLISHED BY THE DANISH BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE ENTITLED 
"US 76" IN WHICH YOU APPEAR IN A PHOTO WITH FOREIGN 
MINISTER ANDERSEN AND MINISTER PETER DYVIG AT THE NAVY 
YARD IN WASHINGTON. 

5. DIRECTOR C. WILLIAM KONTOS, US SINAI SUPPORT MISSION, 
FORWARDS TO YOU FROM MR. JACK HORSTICK OF SINAI FIELD MIS- 
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SION A SELF-DESIGNED BUCKLE IN APPRECIATION FOR YOUR ROLE 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST. HE DESIGNED THE BUCKLE FOR HIS 
COLLEAGUES AS A MEMENTO OF THEIR SERVICE TO THE SFM.
